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Introduction 


The Canadian Citizenship Branch has assembled a bibliography 
of research dealing with immigration, citizenship, ethnic groups and inter-ethnic 
relations in Canada. This publication contains titles of unpublished theses, and 
is to be followed by another one consisting of published material. 


The bibliography is divided into sections, each one dealing with an 
ethnic group and arranged in alphabetical order by author. As the term "ethnic 
group" has been given a variety of meanings, it is unlikely that its use in this 
bibliography as a basis of classification will be acceptable to all students of 
ethnic groups. It is hoped, however, that its inadequacies will not seriously 
affect its usefulness. 


Whenever possible, the academic discipline (i.e. History, Sociology) 
within which a thesis was undertaken is stated in the bibliography. In a number 
of instances, however, this has been omitted because sufficient information was 
lacking. Abstracts of theses have been included wherever available. 


The material assembled in the bibliography was obtained through the 
cooperation of members of universities, libraries and other interested individuals, 
and through the National Library of Canada, whose publication Canadian Graduate 
Theses in the Humanities and Social Sciences has been very helpful. We wish to 
thank those who collaborated in this work by providing information. It is our hope 
that the bibliography will be useful to all those who have an interest in research 
dealing with Canadian immigration, citizenship and ethnic groups.

The Canadian Citizenship Branch has completed its first annual survey 
of research dealing with immigration, citizenship, ethnic groups and inter-ethnic 
relations in Canada. The results of the survey are contained in this bibliography. 


The material assembled in the bibliography was obtained through the 
cooperation of members of universities, government agencies and voluntary organ- 
izations, who-were kind enough to report their research. It is possible, for one 
reason or another, that titles have been omitted. Any information concerning such 
omissions would be most welcome. 


The bibliography is divided into sections, each one of which contains, 
in alphabetical order by author, a list of studies in progress or completed since 
June, 1953. Each section deals with a different discipline, i.e. Anthropology, Econ- 
omics and Political Science, History, etc. 


All contributors were requested to provide abstracts of their studies, 
and wherever possible, these are copied verbatim in the Survey. In a few instances, 
when no abstracts were supplied, these were written by the editor, based on the 
other information found on the forms.

This study outlines the tragic problem of the 'displaced' after 
World War II and the international action (particularly the work of the Inter- 
national Refugee Organization) undertaken to alleviate the situation. Emphasis 
is placed upon Canada's role in that organization and upon the degree to which 
Canada met her international obligations in the light of her potential. 


In discussing the Canadian program, what it was and how it was 
implemented during the years 1947-1951, consideration is given to former 
Canadian immigration policies and all factors instrumental in formulating 
the post-war policy, revealing in the process how far government action 
lagged behind expressed public desire in this respect. 


The contention is that while the DP problem itself was one of 
humanitarian essence, the Canadian response, geared as it was to industrial 
demands, remained motivated primarily by national self-interest, serving 
only indirectly the humanitarian cause. 


The idea has not been to describe in great detail all aspects of what 
was actually done but rather to point out that much more could have been done 
and also should have been done much sooner. This is not a conclusion arrived 
at in retrospect; the whole thesis is to prove that government policy was far 
behind the expressed wishes of the majority of thinking people at that time. 
Supporting data are shown to emphasize this fact. 


The study shows that the task undertaken by IRO was a colossal one 
and remained incompleted -- not because it was incapable of solution but rather, 
partly because of the continuing nature of the problem and partly due to the 
anomaly of an international, humanitarian ideal being implemented by national, 
practically-minded member governments who were shackled by the limitations 
of their own selfish regulations.

Irish immigration to what is now eastern and central Canada began 
with the seasonal movement of Irish fishermen to Newfoundland in the XVI 
century, Permanent contact was made in Nova Scotia in the XVIII century 
with the arrival of Irish settlers who had been previously established in north- 
ern New England. By the end of the XVIII century, the Irish formed an element 
in the population of the eastern provinces including Newfoundland. In the first 
half of the XIX century, numbers were largely increased! by Protestant immigra- 
tion in the 1820's and 1830's, and Roman Catholic in the 1840's and 1850's. The 
Irish brought with them the tradition of mutual assistance in the form of benefit 
societies, the forerunners of the present-day trade unions. The success of the 
National Schools in Ireland had a powerful influence on Canadian education, 
especially in the direction of uniform and graded textbooks. Finally, Irish 
immigration shaped the personnel and outlook of two of the Canadian churches, 
the Anglican, known significantly before 1869 as the United Church of England and 
Ireland, and the Roman Catholic.

The missionary clergy and schoolmasters used German, French, 
and English. Thus, they assisted materially in adapting the settlers to their new

Ukrainians in Manitoba cherish the words of Lord 
Tweedsmuir to the Ukrainian rural community of Fraserwood in 1936: ''I do not 
believe that any people can be strong urless they remember and keep in touch with 
all their past.... You will all be better Canadians for being also good Ukrainians. "

In the 
background material will be included regulations in the Immigration Act 
affecting the migration of persons to Canada. The ways by which the girls 
may come to Canada will be described i.e. as Assisted Passage Immigrants, 
through governmental or voluntary agencies; under private sponsorship; and 
by individuals paying their own passage before coming to Canada. 


A brief history of the New Canadian Program at the Winnipeg Y.W.C.A. 
will be given, indicating the trend in membership composition. The setting of 
the project will be outlined as the fieldwork placement of a second year student 
in the School of Social Work, University of Manitoba. The study period is from 
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the end of September 1953 to February 18, 1954, One hundred and twenty-nine 
letters of welcome were sent out to girls whose names appeared on the Assisted 
Passage Nominal Roll; the enrolment of the program was sixty-seven. The 
program is a lounge type, where people come and go between the hours of three 
o' clock and seven thirty o' clock. 


Methodology: indicating the number of girls chosen to participate in the 
questionnaire (approximately thirty), how the girls were chosen, how interviews 
were conducted, whether interpreters were used and how they were chosen, will 
be described. 


The study itself will deal with the contents of the questionnaire and any 
additional material arising out of the program which seems pertinent.

It was noted that there was no difference in the birthplace of male 
repeaters and non-repeaters, but in contrast, comparing the male population 
of the City of Vancouver to this group, it was found that the V.D. incidence 
was half of what would be expected in that group of individuals born in the United 
Kingdom and Eire, In all, male immigrants account for about one-quarter of 
all infections. 


In contrast, about ninety-five percent oi female infections are found 
in Canadian born individuals, a large number of native Indians accounting for 
two-fifths of the repeater infections. Again the low incidence of infections in 
United Kingdom and Eire immigrants was noted. 


Broken homes, occupational instability, loss of religious affiliations 
associated with drug addiction, alcoholism and delinquency were noted as impor- 
tant factors in the background of the venereal disease repeater, This study seems 
to orientate the problems which might well be inherent in an immigrant that might 
predispose him or his offspring to become a social problem.

Introduction 


This bibliography contains a survey of the research dealing with immigration, 
citizenship, ethnic groups and ethnic relations in Canada. It is the product of the second 
annual survey of research conducted by the Canadian Citizenship Branch. 


The material making up the bibliography was obtained through the cooperation 
of members of universities, government agencies and voluntary organizations who 
reported their activities. It is hoped to increase the usefulness of the bibliography this 
year by including titles of relevant works reported in periodicals and the National Library 's 
general bibliography, Canadiana. These additional titles are marked with an asterisk to 
distinguish them from those which were supplied in answer to the questionnaire distributed 
by the Canadian Citizenship Branch. It is possible that some titles in both categories have 
been omitted and any information concerning such omissions would be appreciated. 


The bibliography is divided into sections according to the disciplines involved. 
Titles are numbered and wherever possible the numbers are used to indicate cross- 
references where overlapping occurs between disciplines. Each section lists, in 
alphabetical order by author, studies in progress or completed since June 1954. 


Contributors were asked to supply abstracts of their studies and, wherever 
possible, these were copied verbatim inthe survey. Where no abstracts were supplied 
in some cases these were written by the editor on the basis of other information supplied. 


We wish to thank those who collaborated in this work by providing the necessary 
information. It is our hope that the bibliography will be useful to all those who have an 
interest in research dealing with Canadian immigration, citizenship and ethnic groups.

The author concludes that the English-speaking part of the 
Canadian population has greater assimilatory powers than the French- 
speaking part. He feels that something ought to be done to revitalize the 
French language if its importance is to be maintained in Canada.

Within the Japanese group in Alberta the Okinawans form a smaller group whose 
existence is recognized by themselves and by the other Japanese but not generally 
by outsiders. The Okinawans participate in Japanese organizations and social life 
but at the same time have organizations and social gatherings of their own. They 
are not merely one of several co-ordinate segments of the Japanese group but rather 
a minority within the larger minority. The first generation of Okinawans acquired 
in Canada important items of Japanese culture —— Japanese as the language of the 
home, Jodo Shinshu Buddhism, etc. But at the same time the second generation has 
become rather well assimilated into Canadian society. This assimilation is shown 
particularly by the diversity of occupations into which they have gone and by their 
success in several fields. It is also evident in the very small number of social 
problems among them, Little remains of Okinawan culture except possibly in the 
area of values. Both Okinawans and other Japanese believe that the Okinawans are 
more relaxed and more inclined to enjoy life than the other Japanese. Some also 
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Suggest that they give even more weight to education as a means to success, These 
values have both aided and hindered the Okinawans in their adjustment to life in 
Canada and have given it a somewhat different character from that of the other 
Japanese.

The contents include first a brief history of the Refugee Youth Project and the 
steps taken by the Jewish Community in Canada in organizing the programme. A 
brief outline is given of the European backgrounds and the experiences of the young 
immigrants before they came to Canada. A description is made of the services 
offered them with regard to foster home and job placement and their responses 
to these services are analyzed. Some statistical analysis is made in an attempt to 
assess the various levels (or degrees) of stability the youths achieved in regard 
to job and mode of living during the period they were under agency supervision, 
Brief reference is made to other factors, mainly physical, emotional and social, 
which also influenced the youths’ adjustment to the Montreal community. 


It was found that even during the early stages of the programme the youths 
displayed marked tendencies towards independent activity in planning for them~- 
selves. The sample group studied here showed that the refugee youths, on the 
whole, integrated well into the Montreal community.
